necessity in order to increase the 
num­ 
ber of occupying owners in Ireland, and ar­ 
gued the practicability by reason that land 
was cheaper 
111 
Ireland than in England. 
He condemned the ¡»olicy of excluding land­ 
lords from rural social life, 
taking the 
ground that in England the landlords con­ 
tributed to the well-being of those w bo were 
not landlords. 
There are now, he said, live 
bodies for the valuation and sale of land. 
This bill proposes to am algam ate them into 
one. 
He denied that there was any w ar­ 
rant for the suggestion that the introduc­ 
tion of a land purchase bill was compulsory, 
except through the necessity for such a 
measure. 
If landlords 
were compelled to 
sell, tenants ought t<> lie marie to buy. 
The 
government saw no possibility of instantly 
transferring land- from owners to occupy- 
ers.

Some degree of British credit could I>e 
used to secure landlords against loss, though 
the British taxpayers should have no risk.
